Dear  Mr,  Demorest, 

I  agree  with  you  that  the  Asa  Weller  mentioned 
in  the  Census  of  1790  would  not  be  the  father  of  the  Asa  Weller 
who  settled  at  the  Carrying  Place.   He  might  have  been  an  uncle. 
The  Census  is  of  heads  of  families  and  this  may  strengthen  your 
theory  that  Eleaken  was  the  father  of  the  Asa  who  went  to  the 
C.P.   He  was  dead  before  t?ie  census  was  taken  and  his  name  would 
not  be  recorded  on  the  list. 

Some  ten  years  ago  I  wrote  to  the  Census  Bureau 
at  Washington  to  see  if  I  could  get  a  copy  of  the  first  census 
of  New  Jersey,  but  they  advised  me  it  was  not  available. 

The  I^rsh  family  is  very  extensive  and  I  have 
not  gone  into  their  off  spring  to  any  great  extent.   As  you 
intimate  there  is  considerable  information  about  them  in  "Pioneer 
Life  on  the  Bay  of  Q,uinte"  under  the  name  of  Marsh  and  also 
Stephen  Young. 

I  am  enclosing  a  copy  of  Recollections  (1837-1910) 
of  G.  W,  Marsh.   He  does  not  refer  to  his  father  by  name  but  I 
think  this  is  the  Samuel  Marsh  to  whom  you  refer.   You  may  keep 
this  copy.

I  do  not  find  anything  In  my  notes  that  would 
cause  me  to  differ  from  your  conclusion  that  your  ancestor 
Stephen  Young  is  not  of  the  same  Young  family  as  our  ancestors. 

We  would  find  a  common  ancestor  in  the  mother 
of  Asa  Weller,  who  evidently  was  married  twice  -  once  to  a  Weller 
and  once  to  a  Young.   I  do  not  know  her  maiden  name,  nor  whether 
her  first  husband  was  Young  or  Weller. 

As  you  say  Asa  Weller  came  from  Manchester,  Vermont, 
and  his  v/ife, Hannah  Marsh, from  Dorset,  Vermont. 

In  1804,  their  daughter,  Catherine  Weller  married 
James  Young,  son  of  Capt.  Robert  Young.  This  James  Young  was 
born  at  Annapolis,  N.S.  in  1777,   His  father,  Capt.  Robert  Young, 
was  born  in  1737  in  Glasgow  and  lived  for  some  time  in  or  near 
Boston,  Mass.    I  believe  he  moved  to  Annapolis  around  1775,

I  am  a_J temp ting  research  into  the  life  of 
my  grandfather,  John  Laing  Wellar  (1862-1932),  the  yotjagest 
of  William. ..V/eller  of  Cobourg's  twenty- tv/o  children. 

Prom  an  elderly  aunt  I  liav^  learned  that 
my  grandfather  knew  very  little  about  his  family,   '-'o,  I  am 
trying  to  find  out  as  much  as  possible. 

Prom  an  old  scrapbook  I  learn  that  'Asa 
Weller  cannot  be  traced  as  any  relative  of  ours'  though  many 
historians  have  stated  in  their  writings  that  William  Weller 
was  the  son  of  Asa  Weller  of  the  Carrying  Place. 

Prom  what  I  have  been  able  to  find  out,  a 
William  Weller  v/as  the  son  of  Asa,  and  born  in  178^9.   I  have 
a  list  of  Asa?''s  children  and  their  birth  dates,  v/hich  seem  to 
be  in  a  regular  pattern,  every  two  years. 

My  scrapbook  also  states  that  William  Welle^
